Dear Brother Licenſed, May the 1oth. 1691. By Z. Iſham. 


Ours of tte 217h. of this inftant April I received, and one Letter before that to the {ame 
effeR, viz. To give a true Accountof my knowledge of that unparalleFd Book, which his 
Sacred Majeſty. of ever bleſſed Memory, King Charles the Firit (murdered by his own Rebellious 
Subjects before his own Palace at Whizeball, with all the violent and malitious Circumſtances thar 
Wicked men could invent) which Book, of my certain Knowledge, I can depoſe, was truly 
His own, hoeving obſerved His Majeſty oftentimes writing His Royal Relſentments of the bold 
and inſolent velaviour of His Souldiers (His Rebellious Subjects) when they had Him in their 
cuſtody. I waited on His Majeſty as Page of the Bed-Chamber 1n ordinary during all the time 
of His Solitudes, (except when I was forced from Him) and eſpecially being nomurated by His 
Majeſty tobe one of His Servants, amongſt others, that ſhoul* attend Him during the Treaty 
at Newport in theIfle of Wight, had the happineſs to read the fame oftentimes in Manuſcript 
under His Majeſty's own Hand,being pleaſed to leave it in the Window 1n His own ys 
where 
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where TI was always odliged to attend His Majeſty's. ceming thither. Buthe Treaty being 
ended in few days atter, the Souldiers with one to conduct them, by name M Anthony. Mildnzy 
then Cup-bearer, came to the Bed-chamber,about Two of the Clock inthe N tht, and knocked at 
the Door, and one Mr. ZH{7bert, Mr. Kzrk, and my felt having ſome hint « their Intentions, 
were watching in an inward Room, and. hearing the noiſe, went into fis Majeity's Bed- 
Chamber, and aske 1, who they were that durit ditturb His Majeſty at that wſeaſonable time of 
the Night, whoantwered, they were lentto tell the King, He mult riſe and g with them. We 

[ty with their Defign, He was pleaſed to command u'to tell them, He 
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acquainting His V.ajz!t) _ 
would go with them, but it was noc His uſual hour to rife ſo ſoon, we agin acquainted the 


Souldiers with His Majelty's Anſwer. They inſtead of complying with His fajeity, bid us tell 
Him, it He did not riſe preſently, they muſt torce Him to it : His Majelty ob ſaid, if I muſt, 
give me my Cloaths, and ſo He immediately aroſe. ( Here you may obſere a' mirror of Pa- 
tience in a diſtrefſed Prince.) During the time of His Vajeſty's making hintlIf ready, he con- 
cern'd himfelf only how to ſecure this Book of his, and a ſmall Cabinet, whein he Pauced his 
Letters to his Queen, who was thea beyond the Sea, and His Majeſty havin! procured a Paſs 
for me from the Governour, that I ſhould wait on him there; He gave me icharge this ſaid 
Book and ſmall Cabinet, which I faithfully preſented to His Majeſty's own hails that Night in 
Hurſt-Caſtle. But the Governour, by what information 1s too tedious to infert jere at this time, | 
and therefore I omit it, did on the Sarwrday baniſh me out of the Caſtle. | 

I ſhould have ſent you a Relation wiuch I had trom Roy/ton, the King'Printer, for the 
Printing the ſaid Book by His Majeſty's eſpecial Command, brought to him I a Divine, bur 
not to be * printed till after the King's death, which he obſerved accordigly, for which 
Crommwel ſent for him to Whitehall, not only promiſing Rewards, but alſo theatning Puniſh« 
ment, if he would not deny, that he printed it by His Majeſty's Order, whic! he refuſingtq 
do, did impriſon him tor about a Fortaight, but ſeeing he could not work upn him, releaſed
